The most prominent featares of the 
month's wrk was the remodelling and 
laying out of the following minor Open 
Spaces :— 

Bubbling Well Carriage Turn.—The 
somewhat dense shrubbery was removed 
and the plots shghtly modified snd 
turfed, ‘This alteration was effected in 
the simplest and most inexpensive 
manner, as fature additions to this 
space are anticipated. When its bound- 
‘aries are defined it will merit more 
elaborate embellishment as it will 
some day—as a city sqnare—be of con- 
siderable importance. 

Hart Road Fiece.—This is under- 
going slight modification s0 as to 
provide greater traffic facilities, 

Yuyuen Rond.— A small plot, fally 
8 mow in extent, at the junction of 
Bubbling Well and Yuynen Roads and 
which may be c-nsidered as a portion of 
the Bubbling Well Carrisge Turn, was 
levelled and turfed. The existing trees 
were retained and a few additional ones 
planted. 

Yuywen Road Pieve.—A small trian- 
‘gu'ar piece at the junction of Brenan and 
Yoynen Roads was tarfed and enclosed 
by a wire fence. 

Warren Piece.—The recently arqnir- 
ed area of approximately 7 mow at the 
jnnetion of Brenan and Warren Roads 
will undoubtedly in time, become much

appreciated. The view from it along 
the Soochow Creek is fine, whilst its 
sloping undalated surface gives pos- 
sibilities of fature developement on lines 
not usually practicable, So far the 
surface has been graded to accentuate 
the natural undulations and a portion 
of it tarfed.
